TESTIMONY OF AUTHORITIES. 


BLACIESTONE, in his aecond Book, chapter 


1, says, that " there is no foundation in na- 
turre, or in natural law, why a set of words 
on parchment should convey dominion of land. 
That in the beginning of the world God gave 
the land to man, and that the earth, therefore, 
and all things therein, are the general proper- 
ty of all mankind, exclusive of all other be- 
ings, from the immediate gift of the Creator." 
On page 7, he says, " that the art of agricul- 
ture made it necessary to establish the idea of 
individual property in the soil." But while I 
admit Blackstone's argument in part, I deny 
that the admission of the right of private use 
in some men, is any valid reason for the ex- 
clusion of all others from their natural God- 
given right, as fhere is enough for homes for 
all. 


In the Encyclopedia Americana, under the 


title, Property in Land, at page 402, there is 
a reference to tho doctrines of the illustrious 
IMMANUKL KANT, on the subject of the right 
of property in land. " There ia no reason," 
says Kant, " aside from the positive laio of the 
land, why one man should be authorized to 
bind forever the will of others; and it is im- 
possible in regard to the soil, because in this 
way it would have been made forever depend- 
ent upon theswill of the first possessor, and 
others might oe excludedyrtwi the very means 
of existence.. Hence property in Lands must 
always remain subject to alteration by the 
State, whenever the good of the State de- 
mands it."«At page 404, tho same article 
says, " to saind reason it ia evident that every 
person muSbo allowed SOME RESTING PLACE 
ON THE EARTH ; hence, as long as any place 
is left capable of affording support to imother 
individual, Jhe proprietors cannot arbitrarily 
deprive a fallow being of that support."
